. of our Peace and Welfare; as by them are, and ſhall be adviſed and re- 
folvedon. And in Orderand Concurrence therein, do humble mani- 
feſt our defires , Thar Juſtice may be imparrtially done, in this Oppor- - 
FI runicy, now the ſecond time (by Gods bleſſing) upon your Armies, pur 
{into your hands. 
That the Loans and Contributions of the Wel-affteted, made in the 
{ neceſhity of the State, and by which, in ſome ſort it hath been preſerved, 
may be repayed them. | 
That the Souldiery may be provided for, fo as the Kingdom may be 
eaſed in ſome meaſure. of Taxes and Free-quarter , which eat up the 
very root of all real Eſtates, -and exaſperate the people againſtthem. 
That the taking of all Accompts, may be expedited, and that the pro- 
du& thereof, be expended towards the Diſcharge of the Dcbts of the 


Kingdom. 
That in Order after theſe , the general ſettlement of the Common- 
Wealth, may be wholly intended and ſpeeded , as the expected Fruits 
of all our Labors , and the ultimate end of all your Councels, and our
